own a car. 
This is a tragic story. 
Hut David Buick, who mig ht be ex­ 
pected to be the most disconsola te a nd unha ppy of men, i- 
cheerful. 
His eyes still Hash brightly a s he talks to you. 
He 
smiles frequently and easily. 
He tells you, rather proudly, of his early strug g les; how 
he worked 14, 16 and 1H hours a day for seven yea rs to es­ 
tablish the Buick Motor Co.; how, during all those years, he 
never took a da y off— not even on Christma s; how neither 
he nor any other executive in the plant ever looked at the 
clock or thoug ht of g oing home until every bit of work had 
been completed; and how, in HUO, his hea lth finally broke 
down and forced him to retire. 
The net result of this overwork wa s that David Buick lost 
out. 
Instead of being a multi-millionaire toda y he is poorer 
than most of the mecha nics who work in the Buick factories. 
Yet. he doesn't regret the work lie put in. 
He doesn’t feel 
bitter a ga inst fate. 
He didn’t get the victory— but he had the lig ht! For years 
he knew the joy of hard, despera te comba t. 
For yea rs he 
knew tlie* satisfa ction that comes to the man who g ives him­ 
self without stint and spends himself utterly.

ory of it still hea rtens him. 
The indomita ble will of the born lighter still a nima tes him.
